APPEARING before our local civic clubs Friday, J. Curran 


Conway of the Federal Home Loan Bank outlined the 


program by which President Roosevelt and his banking ad- 
visers expect to rehabilitate the building & loan business. He 
described a system of local savings & loan associations, fed- 
erally supervised, and advanced a line of credit by the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Bank, which would be to the building & loan 
business what the Federal Reserve is to the commercial banks.

program 
deep 
consideration, 


especially since Mr. Conway is in the 
community with the view of organiz- 
ing a Hope unit 


The building & loan business, like 


the banks, got a black eye during the 
panic—but there are few things in this 
world as certain as the fact that peo- 
ple will build new homes, will repair 
old ones, < and ••refinance mortages that 
are burdensome. 


The federal plan of local investment 


societies, supervised on a 
national 


scale and backed by the Federal Home 
Loan bank, seems a reasonable answer 
to the weaknesses which the panic 
exposed in the old building & loan 
concerns. Under this new set-up there 
would be no costly competition be- 
tween rival companies, and no over- 
expansion—for each of these mutual 
thrift societies would be limited to 
ts own territory. 


Furthermore, it is vitally important 


to the national recovery program that 
some financing machinery be set up 
mmcdiately for practical aid to home- 
owners and the building trades gen- 
erally. Everyone realizes that the 
stagnation of business has been deep- 
ened and prolonged by the paralysis 
of the old building Si loan concerns. 
f we can open up even that moderate 
mount of construction business which 
oday is awaiting suitable financing, 
we will have gone a long way toward 
estoring national prosperity.

As indicated by gasoline taxes the 


state revenue departme, 2,407,144 more 
gallons of gasoline were sold in the 
state in October than in the same 
period last year.

Mark H. Shank, attorney of Akron, 


Ohio, who on August 15 slew four 
members of a family from his home 
town by placing poison in their pic- 
nic luncheon near Malvern, Ark., was 
sentenced by a jury in circuit court at' 
Benton Friday night to die in the 
electric chair. 


A possible escape loomed for Shank 


in his attorneys' plea of insanity. The 
prosecution replied that if Shank coulc 
bring himself to poison 
a 
family 


whose testimony he feared would dis- 
iar him us an honorable lawyer, then 
ic might also have feigned the "in- 
sane fits" as a defense for the crime 
le was contemplating. 


The jury held with the prosecutor 


—and Shank will be sentenced to die. 


While this particular jury has de- 


cided in a manner that will win ap- 
proval all over America—an eye for 
an eye, and a tooth for a tooth—it is 
clear that our system of jurisprudence 
stands in confusion and peril until the 
status of legal insanity is determined. 


In Mexico, we are told, testimony 


of alienists is barred from judicial 
proceedings until the jury has brought 
in its verdict. Then, if the prisoner 
is convicted, a tribunal of tax-support- 
ed alienists determines whether he 
shall go to the penitentiary or an 
asylum. 


Insanity is not a defense plea in 


Mexico—but a matter to be coldly, 
dispassionately decided upon after the 
verdict has been reached.

"Postal savings as an adjunct to

Mr. Conway is in Hope to assist in 


organizing a local savings and loan 
association, under the Roosevelt plan, 
which includes federal supervision of 
all operations, and partnership with lo- 
cal stockholders in ownership. "Should 
postal savings be abolished a federal 
savings and loan assocation for Hope 
would no doubt attract thousands of 
dollars of savings of local people, 
which would be loaned on first mort- 
gages locally, to remodel, repair and 
auild homes," Mr. Conway said. 


Charles Dana Gibson and Ed. I. Re- 


phan were named on a committee to 
assist Mr. Conway in forming an or- 
ganization here Monday. 


The Rev. E. Clifton Rule, new Meth- 


jdist minister here, paid tribute to 
Roosevelt and the New Deal in com- 
nenting on the proposed local savings 
and loan association. "It is better to 
bust up than rot," said he, in giving 
credit to the manifold activities to at- 
tempt to restore normal economic con 
ditions.

Verdict of Death 


BENTON, Ark—The jury in the 


case of Mark H. Shank, on trial for 
the poison murders of four members 
of the Alvln Colley family, returned 
a verdict of guilty at 11:15 Friday 
night and the death penalty will be 
inflicted. 


Mrs. Shank collapsed for the sec- 


ond time when the verdict was re- 
turned. Shank's mother wept audibly. 
Shank's father and uncle heard the 
verdict in silence and Shank showed 
little emotion, while his brother ap- 
peared stunned. Mrs. Shank had to 
be assisted from the courtroom. 


The Akron attorney will be sen- 


tenced at 9 a. m. Thursday unless the 
defense obtains more time in which to 
file motion for a new trial. The jury 
was polled individually at the re- 
quest of the defense:

The figure, 


however, was approximately 19 per 
cent above the low level of March 4, 
when prices were 59.6 per cent of the 
1926 average which is taking as 100 
For the corresponding week a year 
ago the index was 61.

Why cook up all that nonsense about 
reindeer and a sleigh—what's a sleigh 
anyway?—or an airplane and all the 
rest; of: it? 


After all Christmas is a holy day. 


say many mothers. Isn't it, better just 
to accent this side of "it, tell the chil- 
dren that on Christ's Birthday, people 
must feel kind and generous and give 
gifts to. their friends, bury old hates 
and:- rejoice? 


Explaining Santa 


This part of it is, I agree, far and 


away the most important part of 
Christmas. .The loveliness of it all is 
too often overlooked1 or completely 
forgotten, even in the mad scramble 
of buying, wrapping: and giving pres- 
ents*. Children should be impressed 
with; the sweetness, of; the season, and 
a sympathetic- reverence for the day 
and1 the event: it symbolizes. 


But If cannot see,- on the- other hand;, 


that any figure as mysteriously kind 
and exciting as Santa Claus needs to 
be left out. He too is moved by the 
general happiness of the times, we 
may say, and wants to do something 
for. everybody.

The other argument against the poor

: Well—for one thing, there is. less 
danger, to a child's intelligence than 
we think. Little people just; growing 
into- a great and. wonderful world 
would have difficulty in separating the 
real from: the unreal. An airplane, 
even a sleigh in the air is no miracle 
'to a child for to-him-there is nothing 
impossible. If the park fountain were 
!to raise itself aloft and spout gold 
pieces a small child would accept it as 
completely as he does an airplane 
dropping cards. 


Symbol of Love 


If we refute Santa Claus, we could 


have refuted people flying, for in- 
stance, thirty years ago. The only 
difference is that one could and did 
come true and the other could not— 
or couldn't it if we set our minds to 
it? Our ideas of miracles change with 
our age and with the times. 


A child's imagination stabilizes later 


on. He himself separates the mystical 
from realism. He measures chimneys 
with his eyes, learns that Santa's 
mole corresponds with tho chauffeur's, 
and says, "Ho, ho, I knew it all the 
time," and is satisfied. 


If- Santa Claus is worrying any 


mother on these two scores I should 
let him rest. The children need him, 
we all need him, he is tradition in the 
flesh, our hopes encased in whiskers 
and tunic, an old love for everybody. 
We all tie to him and we interpret 
him as we need. What the world 
needs today for twelve months a year 
is a great and good Santa Claus to 
make us children again and believe in 
things without too much questioning.

container. 
Consomme 
or 
bouillon 


should be made 
and 
clarified all 


ready for reheating. 
A cream soup 


can be prepared' to- combine- with this 
white sauce. 


Plum pudding is-better if made-sev- 


eral weeks before wanted for use and 
stored' in. a closely covered: crock or 
tin box until Christmas day, when it 
can be returned to its mold and'steam- 
ed one hour before serving. 


Fowl cr Roast Appropriate 


All this planning produces a sched- 


ule that will reduce the amount of 
work left to be clone on Christmas day 
to a minimum. 


Goose has been the popular Christ- 


mas bird for centuries but any sort of 
fowl: or. roast is in perfect: keeping. A 
study of worldwide customs shows a 
great variety of meats from which to 
choose. 
Many houseives plan their 


Christmas dinner with regard to the 
preceding Thanksgiving feast, arid the 
following New Year festivity: Turkey 
for Thanksgiving, goose for Christmas 
and duck for New Years. 


The woman who has no maid may 


hesitate to serve an elaborate, many- 
course dinner, but if children are 
present it is best to start the meal 
with- a clear, soup. The 
hot soup 


steadies small nerves and is an aid to 
digestion. 


Following arc two menus that' can 


be elaborated or simplified to meet in- 
dividual needs.
